1) Press and hold the PTTbutton and 
speak in a dear, normal voice about 
2-3 inches away from the rricrophone 
VUile you are transrritling the TX icon 
is displayed. To avoid cutting off the first 
part of ycurtrarrsnrission, pause slightiy 
after pressing the HI I button before you 
start talking. 

2) When you are finished speaking, release 
the HI I button You can now receive 
incoming calls. While receiving, the RM 
icon is displayed. 

Transmitting a Call Alert Tone 

Your GMRS520 radio is eqJpped wth a 
call tone that wll be transnritted when the 
caff key is pressed. 

To transmit the selected call alert tone, 
press the caff key The tone will 
automatically be transmitted for a fi>ed 
length of time.
